But the most significant feature of the si- 
tuation is the awakening of China, That 
China is moving is indisputable. The most 
conservative mation in the’ world ,has at . last 
realised the necessity of progress, ‘Armies are 
being levied and drilled, Western education 
is spreading in every direction, the great com- 
mercial guilds have for the first time shown 
themselves capable of united action in their 
concerted boycott of ‘American . goods, .and 
the agitation in favour of the abolition of 
foot binding, which is gaining ground so 
rapidly, shows that even those illogical institu- 
tions to which nations seem by some fatality 
to be most deeply attached, are losing the 
respect of young China, But how will this 
movement develop? Will the flood .of reform 
pouring north from the central and southern 
provinces” sweep away the Manchu Govern- 
ment of Peking, or will the. “Tartar dynasty 
capture the new movement, as it captured 
the Boxer agitation, and use its dangerous 
energy against the foreign devil? Much- has 
been made of the Yellow Peril; but will 
not Japan, conqueror of Korea. and Formosa 
and occupant of Liao-Tiing, be subject to 
the same suspicion and hatred as Russia 
or France, England or Germany? Theorists 
speak of the similarity of Japanese and 
Chinese culture, of Buddhism, #nd of the 
solidarity of the yellow peo But Tacity, 
spoke of the “usual hatred Domne by brother 
to brother,” and the history of the recent 
relations between Germany and Great Britain 
is a proof that ethnical, linguistic, and in- 
tellectual kinship are powerless to effect a 
reconciliation that {political and commercial 
rivalries have forbidden. Japan does not desire 
to behold the capture of an enfeebled China 
by Russia and the employment of the Mongol 
hosts and the exploitation of the endless re- 
sources of the “Middle Kingdom” even--for a 
few years by a European or American rival, 
By herself she could not effect the transforma- 
tion of China to a great civilised Power against 
the will of the Chinese, nor is it in her interest 
that China, however pacifically progressive her 
next dynasty or next Emperor, should ad- 
vance toorapidly. The Russian danger would 
be nothing to the Chinese threat to Japan if 
the 400 millions of ,Chinese..ever . showed one 
quarter the energy and patriotiam that 
animated the conquerors of Port Arthur and 
regarded the Japanese occupation of Korea 
and Port Arthur-as 8 menace oras an insult.

In many cases, however, and 
chiefly in villages where rich notables lived, 
the villagers themselves invited and elected 
apecial committees who col'a:ted subscriptions 
and erected kattats with the money thas 
collected. Some of the villagers aven establish- 
ed small Wakfs from their limited property. It 
is hoped, however, that other notables and 
villagera will not fail to follow this good exam. 
ple, so that withjn a short time not a single 
kattab will be left without endowment."

DOES IT EXIST?

To THe Eprron or tae Eayprian Gazerre. 

Sir—I have for a long time past been 
endeavouring to discover whether Egyptian 
Nationalism has any existence except as 4 
journalistic mirage for the use of self-adver. 
tising native editors. Colamns and columns 
of the vernacular Moslem Press are filled with 
talk aboat the National Party and ite ocon- 
troversie:, but up to now the so-called move- 
ment has never passed beyond the stage of 
mere verbiage. If it had the slightest claim to 
& corporate existence as s genuine political 
movement there would have been attempts 
made at a party organisation and the elabora- 
tion of some sort of programme. At present it 
ig a mere fatility and is not openly coante- 
nanced by a single Egyptian of any weight or 
standing. Surely if the aims of Mustapha 
Pasha Kamel found an echo in the hearts of 
his compatriots, he would be able to point to 
support from among the innomerable crowd 
of Princes and Pashas, who ought to be 
honoured at being asked to serve on the com- 
mittee ef the Nationalist Party organisation. 
What could bea more noble ideal than the re- 
vivication of the racial conscioasness of tke 
oldest nation in the world? The wealth of the 
upper cleas native is eo great that it dught to 
be a very simple affair to get a capital fund 
subscribed to pat the organisation of the 
party on « permanent footing. But up to now 
we do not hear of any great sums having 
been subscribed. Surely if the movement had 
any substantial support, considerable sume 
would be soon available and the sabscribers 
woald be only too pleased to sea their names 
publicly figare on the lists of subsoriptioas in 
support of such a patriotic object as the realis- 
ation of national selt-dependence.

EGYPTIAN OOTTON IN’ U.S. A. 


MILLS! OBLAGED ‘TO USE IT. 


The “New York''Cotnaetcial” publishes 
the following’from Pall River, Maes, :— 

The scarcity of high-grade dotton is readhing 
alarming proportions, and‘mills that ‘ddndime 
the long’staplé'are coiifrotitéed with a vexatious 
problem with little relief in’ ‘sight. ‘ Adboiding 
to local brokers who'deal largély in the product 
ot the Mississippi Délts, ‘oothparatively little 
cotton can be secared for the consumption of 
local mille, and for practical parposes Egyptian 
cotton is being used extensively; bat it does 
not produce the same standard of goods that 
the American long staple does. 

It i @ known fact that ‘weather conditions 
have largely been responsible for the meagre 
supply of high-grade cotton and this has been 
substantiated by a personal observation which 
has been conducted by two well-known mill 
agents and a prominent cotton ‘broker. It is 
claimed by the southern planter that the heavy 
storme have worked havoo with'the staple 
eotton, and this, coupled with the fact that 
shipping accommodations are very bad, make 
&® condition not easily understood by nofthern 
interests, 

It has been hinted at ‘that’ the southern 
planter is withholding the trae state of affairs 
and has negotiated with foreign factors for the 
parchase of a large percentage of the ordp. 
However this may be, the simple fact remains 
that there is an abnormal shortage and con- 
sumerg are called opon to’ meat unparalleled 
conditions in the cotton market. 

Egyptian cotton landed in this city bringa 
about 20 cents, but it is claimed that this 
grade does not produce the same quality of 
yarn that the American long staple does. This 
annoying state of affairs does not obtain sole'y 
in Massachosette, but Rhode Island is likewise 
affedted. There is evidence everywhere in 
fine goods mill tewns of the need of bigh:grade 
cotton. The short staple’found mostly’ in 
Texas ‘will not serve the parpose of those 
mills that use long staple cotton, although it 
is claimed by some northern mills that cotton 
planters are pushing forth their damaged pro- 
ducts, it: being noticeable in a stained-condition 
caused by the floods. 

It has been stated that a portion of the crop 
is being withheld for speculative purposes, the 
planters having hopes to realize a princely

The Money Market. 


The squeeze at the end of the year has been 
exceptionally severe, and American houses 
have freely paid as much as 10 per cent. for 
financing loane against the best railway 
secarities, Asour bankers decline to fisance 
American bills, they resorted to the expodient 
of sending the securities to this side, and loan- 
ing on them heavily. While this sort of 
business is for the moment very profitable to 
the fivanc’al honses here, it is becoming more 
and more olear that it is impossibly for 
Loudon to finance’ America to any large 
extent, and by agreement betwoon bar kera 
sooh business will necessarily have to be 
restricted, and New York left to finance 
itself. It is becoming more and more apparent 
that while cheap money may be lookec! for 
next month, in the present active state of 
trade all the world over no retaro to the old 2 
or 8 per cent. rate is to be looked for during 
the coming year. The rapid development ot 
such countries as Egypt, Mexico, Pera, Bolivia, 
and Argentina, al! df which are calling for the 
necessary resources of development, ' and will 
require farther large sums of gold, and the 
fact that the older countries are ar joying a 
period cf exceptional trade activity, point to 
the supply of money being short for a con- 
siderable time. ; 

As regards Egypt, whi'e it is recognised as 
nothing essentially nnsound, there have been 
considerable demands by financiers in that 
country to draw opon London finance houses 
against secarities deposited in the banks, which 
wil',so far as they have been successfal, enable 
Ezypt to draw still fa¥fher upon the stock of 
gold here, 

This week's Bank statement, in normal con. 
ditions, would be entirely satisfactory, the 
reserve being, as it is, £18,719,223, or 
£1,090,032 higher than last year, bot in view 
of the above-mentioned considerations, it is 
inadeqaate, and any fall in the Bank rate, 
even when money becomes cheaper at tho 
beginning of the New Year, as it probably will, 
is likely to be postponed to enable the Bank of 
England to make a larger accumulation of

Much of interest 
is to be found in this fine city The Palazzo 
Reale is of Saracenie origin and close to it the 
church of S. Giovannia degli Erimiti with its 
a a cloisters. The Cathedral, Maseum,

From Naples to ROME is a train journey of 
but five hours All who can will devote at 
least one week to visiting the many historical 
and interesting portions of the Eternal City, 
Whose charms and beauties are tov well-known 
to need comment here. 

Leaving the Eternal City with much regret, 
a railway journey of five hours brings you to 
FLORENCE, where another week can well be 
spent admiring the City of Flowers and its 
surrounding country. In Florence itself the 
churches and galleries are of absorbing inte- 
rest, whilst the local promenades and exeur. 
sions should not be omitted. The Cascine is 
the most attractive and fashionable promenade 


‘in Florence, whilst the Viale dei Colli, one of
